The Trade of Royalty. 

No, advertisement is more valuable 
to a British tradesman than the 
royal warrant which allows him to! 
place the royal arms over his place of | 
business and describe himself as ‘‘pur- 
veyor by appointment to His Majesty 
the King.” 

Each tradesman who has the royal 
custom must send in his bill at the 
end of the month. It is compared 
with his ledger account kept at Marl- | 
borough House and if correct is paid | 
in the first week of thé month. No 
discount is asked on any of the royal’ 
accounts, a tradesman who receives 
the royal custom is informed that he! 
must supply goods at the lowest. rea- 
sonable prices and there is never any 
attempt at. bargaining by the official 
of the royal household. If a trades- 
man is thought to be making , extor- 
tionate charges he simply loses the 
royal custom. 

Coal is supplied to Marlborough 
House by contract, the. contracts be- 
ing made for three years and the con- 
tractors paid in equal half yearly pay: 
ments. Window cleaning, carpet clean- 
ing and chimney sweeping are all 
done by contract and the glass frames 
of‘ large pictures are also kept clean 
by--eontract. 

Servants’ wages are paid monthly, 
the upper servants being paid by 
check sent to each from the caatteyd 
er’s Department. The King’s accounts 
for clothes, cigars, theatres, newspa- 
pers, books and other persona! arti- 
cles are sent to his secretary, not the 
Treasurer, and are also paid monthly, 
King George always like to see these 
accounts before they are paid and it

For some 
Seng Captain Marshall's health has 
n the subjeot of considerable anx- 
ty to his friends. By the advice of 
8 physician, Captain Marshall spent 
‘most of the winter months abroad, but 
even this step was powerless to arrest 
‘the progress of a malady which, be- 
‘fore it Tred developed very far, was. 
recognized. to be incurable. Slowly 
but surely it has run its course, and 
now, despite the most patient care 
and nursing, the end has come. It 
has fallen to the lot of few authors to 
make such a sudden leap into fam» 
as was the case with Captain Mar- 
shall, or so consistently to maintain 
a high level of excellence with his 
work. He owed no small measure of 
his success to his faculty for writing. 
bright and witty dialogue, and to 1 
ready gift of imagination which bor- 
dered closely on the fantastic.

Marshall was born in Edinburgh i: 
1863. His natural bent for the stage 
speedily made itself manifest by the 
eagerness with which hé devoted him- 
self, whenever opportunity occurred, 
to amateur theatricals.

Bitpncis brick Nanké have been 
known for its high-grade pro- 
duct and its fame has spread ald 


over the North West and only this. 


week a large shipment was con~ 
signed to Vancouver. Not with- 
standing the great demand locally 
for this brick, the owners have 
been able to.make large consign- 
thents to outside points, but al- 
though the daily output now aver- 
ages about 2U.000, it is, much less 
than the demand. 

In June last W. J. Budd pur- 
chased from H. Pelletier all hia 
holdings in the..brick yards at 
Blairmore and becama sole owner. 
Mr. Budd at once secured the 
services of an expert brick maker 
in the.person of F. Pendergast and 
gave him the managership of 
the entire works, Mr. Pendergast 
is a brick maker of long experience 
and was for several years manager 
of the brick works at Sandstone. 

As we have already stated the 
demand for this product is far 
greater than the supply, Mr, Budd 
has decided to increase the output 
by installing more machinery and 
building more kilns. The number 
of kilns now in use is three but 
during the coming winter those 
will be taken down and eight up- 
to-date down-drought kilne will 
be constructed, The brick in the 
néw kilns will roast and dry in 
eighteen days whereas it requires 
thirty days for the present kiins to 
do their work, A still better brick 
will also be made. | 

The proposed improvements will 
cost $50,000 and in about six 
months time Blairmore wil! have 
as goad, if not better brick worke 
than any other place in the West,:
